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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/02/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Applicant argues that Narayanaswami teaches a PDA, not a "portable phone," 
furthermore Applicant disagree with the Examiner characterization of Narayanaswami's 
PDA being a portable phone. 

3. Applicant further agues Narayanaswami does not disclose, teach, suggest or 
contemplate that the PDA is useful for voice communication-the primary function of a 
portable phone. 

4. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant is directed towards col. 5 lines 52-55 
of Narayanaswami. Narayanaswami discloses the PDA is used for " video 
conferencing .'' Video conferencing is a means of audio and visual communications 
between two electronic devices. Regardless of how the " video conferencing " is taken 
place, the PDA is considered a " portable phone " by the Examiner because the PDA 
can communicate to another electronic device through audio and visual 
communications. Furthermore, as recited in amended claim 1 , " the portable phone 
including a user input unit, a display device and a controller. " As stated in the 
previous office action, the PDA as disclosed by Narayanaswami meets the limitations as 
defined by the Applicant in the amended claims: "the portable phone (fig. 2 element 
100) including a user input unit (fig. 2 element 106, col. 4 lines 11-16, element 106 
is not shown on any of the figs, however the six squares on element 100 in fig. 2 
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is the user input unit), a display device (fig. 2 element 104), and a controller (fig. 4 
element 208);"
